ALTHOUGH IT IS NONE OF CANADA'S } 
“™ business, most Canadians wonder 
it is that two or three prominent 
highly-paid trade union officials in 
United States are able to tell some 145,- 
000,000 citizens of the great Republic to 
the south of the 49th parallel what they 
should do, when they should do it, and 
how they should do it. We mention the 
matter because, as is well known, this 
country’s economy is so closely integrated 
with that of our neighbor that anything 
which disturbs the fiscal equilibrium of 
one nation is bound to have a definite 
effect on both of them.
